London, Feb. 6. — Some important 
atatement were made iu the Houeo of 
Commons on the vote of $3,994,010 for 
the expense of the recent Anglo-Egyptian 
expedition on the Nile to Dbiigblai, Hon. 
Michael IIiclc8*Beaob, chancellor of tho 
bxcliequer, referred to the deciaion of 
the Egyptian mixed court of appeals in 
refusing to allow the funds of the Oaiase 
ot tho Egyptian debt to be used to defray 
tho oxpensee referred to, thus comjiellinir 
(ireat Britain to advance the money 
required. The Chancellor declared 
(haf the court of appeals had thua 
(treated an almost "absurd position," 
adding, "and next year ij great question 
^hl orise regarding the 'Court's powers 
irid authority, and whether it should be 
ailpwed to thus interfere in affairs. The 
main cause of the prolonged British oc- 
cupancy is that France, eapecially, never 
allowed Great Britain a free hand in 
Egypt. 

; "In voluntarily retiring from that 
country, France thereby threw upon 
Great Britain the whole responsibility 
for the safety of Egypt, and Great Brit- 
ain may fairly demand a free hand in 
tiie performance of her resposib^lities. 
The governineut believe that their pol- 
icy in Egypt is right, and will not be 
forced out of it by liindrancea and difB- 
cultiea such as the refusal of money. The 
next advance will bo to Abu Hanied, and 
probably tho advance later will go fur- 
ther, bat how far it is imposBible to 
tiay." 

V -Rt, Hon. John Morley, who waa chief 
secretary for Ireland in Lord Koaebery'a 
administration, commented upon the 
ttravity of tho etatements made by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, especially 
in regard to the action ot France and 
Russia in the matter of the Caisse, 
"which," Mr. Morley declared, "is a 
direct and most imprudent ciiiillonge to 
Uioae powers who questioned the 
r-incerity of tlio British policy. 
'The government has now avow- 
t^'l," continued Mr. Morley, " that 
the expedition was the first step in pro- 
ionaed, coatly and dangerons.operations, 
1,'hich it is nothing abort of madnegs for 
the government to gratuitoualy pi u nee 
into." Mr. Morley concluded by dwell- 
ing upon the lockini; up of .great bodies 
of troops at a time " when we are with- 
in measurable distance ot.new condi- 
tions of aea power and the balance of 
power in the Levant." 

SirWm. Harcourt, the Liberal leader, 
descrihed the references of ,Sir Michael 
Hicks- Beach to I'^ance and Russia, as 
"mischievous and dangerous." He 
added that the q-aestion raised mi^bt 
involve not half a million, but millioiiB, 
if the government embarked in them in 
the spirit of defiance and liostility to the 
great military powers of Europe. 

Mr. John Dillon, anti-Parneliite, op- 
posed the vote, eaid : "Tho real ditli- 
culties begin when he come face to face 
with the Abyssinians led by Russian 
officers and armed with French arms." 
The vote was adopted by KiS to 57. 

Addressing the Huddersfield clmmber 
of commerce, Kt. Hon. James Brice, 
former president of the board of trade 
and member of the cabinet ot 
Lord Eoaeberry, exoreased confidence 
in the outlook. He said that the 
expansion of triiile was not tranBienl 
despi'.e that, owing to the unsettled 
litate of the currency, the tarili' andother 
(juestioris ot international polilicp, the 
recovery ot coiiHiierci; Willi the United 
States following the leciMit i)residential 
election had not realized expecta- 
tions. He helieveil that the U. S, 
Reuate would yet ratify the ai'oi- 
tration treaty or sometliing ajiproxi- 
matiug it. There waa no occasion for 
despondency, hut at the same time the 
merchants ot Great Britain ought to be- 
stir themselves for the purpose of devel- 
oping foreign trade to the utmost limit. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach and Mr. 
Georgo N. Curzon, parliamentary secre- 
tary for the foreign office, protested 
against tho unwarranted interpretation 
which Sir William Vernon Harcourt had 
])luce(l upon tho former's language. 

-Vfter tiifther discussion Mr. Vesaey 
Knox, iiioiiiber for Londonderry city, 
iiioveil to reduce tlio vote by the amount 
of Ireland's share. 

This motion waa rejected by a vote of 
139 to 129. 



SKATING CHAMPIONSHIP. 

Very Successfal UeatinK at Montreal— 
'Accords Broken— Some of the 
Events. 

MoNfHE.iL, Feb. 5. — (Special) — The 
first day of the world's championship 
skating races was very successful. The 
fastest skaters ot two continenta are 
hero. Tlie results ot the live hundred 
metres international amateur champion- 
filiip were: Nesa, Norway, 1; time, 
40 4-5 ; McOuUoch, Winnipeg, 2 ; Seyer, 
Bavaria, S, 

Mile profeaaional, Nilsson, Minneapo- 
lis, 1 ; Joe Donohue, 2; time, 2.41 1-5. 

The 6,000 metres, amateur champion- 
ship, the event of the day, was won by 
McCiiUoch, of Wivinipeg, who beat the 
world's record, doing the distance in 
8.32 4-5— very fast time; beating Ness 
and Seyer, Europeans, and six othere.

BLOOD AND FIEE. 

Crisis Reacbef tn Crete— E'lghtlng on tlie. 
.' Streets ot Canea— Turkish Troops 
Fire on Christians. 

London, ij'eb. 5. — A despatch to the 

Daily News from Athena says the situa- 
tion at Canea Iiao re.iclied a crisis of 
blood and Are, The Turkish troops have 
joined hands with tho native Mussulman 
cut-throats. The consul has sent tele- 
prams to the efTect that the situation is 
boDeleaa. 

Canea, Crete, Feb. 5.— There was 
firing in the street lot eeveral hotira yes- 
terday. Several Turkish aoldiers were 

wounded. Endeavors were made to 
establish military cordons around the 
Christian and Mussulman quarters. 
The trouble originated in the un- 
founded report that the Miisaul- 
mana had killed 27 Christian sen- 
tinels at AkroBtri. When thia report 
was received the Vali ordered the troops 
to proceed to the defence ot the Chris- 
tian villages. The troops were attacked, 
and it ia reported that twenty persona 
nere killed. Several villages were de- 
stroyed by fire. Canea itself ia in aatato 
o! complete revolt. Tho Mussulmans, it 
is claimed, instituted the attacks upon 
the Christiana and commenced the dis- 
charge of firearms, 

A considerable number of . persone 
perished in the confliot. iFinally ib was 
observed that . thei86ldierB.-themselvea 
fired from the rajnparts.r./at leading 
ChrlatiajiB. Ihfi.Masaulmana'.eetfire to 
the quarters occupied by the Chriatians 
and the flames were visible from the 
warships ot the powers anchored in the 
liarbor. The fianiea appeared to be 
spreading in the direction of the palace 
of tlie arelibishop and the Greek schools. 

The commanders, of the Italian ond 
French gunboats attem])ted to stop tho 
liuliting and landed suiall detachments 
ol soldiers. The Christians at Halepa 
sought refuge at the offices of the foreign 
consuls and on board the gunboats.

— The Prince of 
Wales has instigated the publication of 
a long letter explaining the rojal wishes 
regarding the Queen's jubilee. He saye 
that having ascertained that the Queen 
iias no desire to exi)res8 any preference 
or make any suggestions regarding the 
national commemoration ot the jubilee, 
ho ia dispoaed to appeal to the 
uublic tor national subacriptions in 
behalf of hoapitala. Ue learna that con- 
tributors to the boapltal funds number 
less than one in one hundred ot the 
population and he has therefore decided 
to ask for the cooperation ot a represen- 
tative committee. Among tho names 
he suggests ttir members ot thia commit- 
tee, are the Earlot Stafford, the Duke of 
Norfolk, the Biabop of London, and 
Chief Rabbi Rothschild, ot Londonderry. 
The aubscribera to tho prooosed bospitul 
fund, it is announced, will include all 
classes of the population, and they will 
bo invited to give from a Bhilling up- 
wards annually to the Prince of Wales 
hospital fund for London, in commemor- 
ation of the sixtieth anniversary bf the 
rpign of Queen -Victoria. • •'

Our coal mines are among the greatest 
in the world. 

Our deposits of iron ore are large and 
valuable. 

The geographical relation of the prov- 
ince to Asia makes its position iu a com- 
mercial sense commanding. 

Here is an interesting fact about our 
province which may surprise those who 
do not refer to the map in connection 
with tlieir rending: Victoria, the most 
Boiitherly point in this province, is 
only one and a half degrees north of 
llie Ivussian city of Odessa on tlie 
lUiick Sea, while the northern boundary 
of the prt^vinoe, if prolonged would pass 
through St. Petersburg. In other words, 
the greater part of Russia's one hundred 
millions of people live in the latitude of 
British Columbia. This highly import- 
jint fact ought not to be lost sight of, es- 
ppi;i:)lly when we remember that while 
the steppes of Russia are exposed to the 
cold winds from the Polar regions, con- 
.ceming whose effect in winter the story 
of the Ori mean war bears bitter testimony , 
this province receives the full benefit of 
the genial atmospheric currents which 
have their ori<;in over tlie China Sea. 

Congideralions of this character all cal- 
rcilated to arouse enthusiasm over the 
liuureot this province ; they are calcula- 
ted to inspire any man with a laudable 
ambition to aid in the realization of these 
jnatchlesa possibilities; they make the 
issues of personal politics seem mean 
and paltry. 

Tlie day will come vifhen the wonder- 
ful promiRe of tliese things will be real- 
ized; but the CoLONi.sT wants them to 
he realized as much as possible when 
those of US who are now living can have 
some of. the advantages. "What's all 
the world to a man when his wife 's a 
Vidow," says the old saying, and prec- 
ious little good it will do us to-day to 
kuosv that our posterity will doubtless 
see this province aaaume coniuiercii'.l 
and industrial proportions as imperial 
as its area. Prosperity and the de- 
velopment of our wealth are good 
things. Let us have our share of them. 
No matter how nmch we may enjoy 
them, there will bo plenty left for those 
who come after us. 

Therefore let us all enter upon a united 
campaign for provincial development 
with enthusiasm. Let us all uphold the 
provincial government in what it may 
feel able to recommend in this line. Let 
iiH all use our influence with the Dom 
inion goveriunent to secure the recogni 
tion to whicli our jM-ovince is entitled 
and the welfare of Canada demands it 
should receive. Let sectional jealousies 
be forgotten and the only rivalry be to 
see who can do the most to advance th 
intereata of all. 

Do you say that tliis is the language of 
enthusiasm? Well so it is, and that's 
just the way we feel. 



S YNTHETIC CHEMISTR Y. 

Clu'niistry has liitlierto been for the 
moat part analytic. It has taken things 
apart to see what they are made of. Its 
i;reat labor has been to resolve things 
into their original elements. The re- 
sult BO far haa been that several score, of 
Bubstances have been found which to all 
present appearances are irreducilile any 
further, and chemistry has decided to 
call them elements. Whether, by aiul 
bye, it will be found out that these suh- 
a anceaare only difl'erent forms of the 
Btttna original id one of the things which 



in a traditional belief that in the uiti 
mate analysis all substances are identical . 

There ia another field oi research and 
experiment into which chemistry has 
made only limited progress and that is 
the synthetic branch, or the science of 
putting so-called elementary substances 
together so as to produce those forma of 
matter which result from the mysterious 
operations of nature in vegetable and 
plant life. "Thia haa received a great 
deal of attention at the handa of leading 
French chemists and some surprising 
results have been reached. It is stated 
on what seems to be very excellent au- 
thority that elementary substances have 
been taken and combined so as to pro- 
duce artificial rice, sugar and even 
beef steak. Artillcial madder, the 
well known dye-stufl'prepared originally 
from a vegetable root, is now synthetic- 
ally manufactured to such an extent as 
to seriously curtail the production of the 
nalunil variSty. It is to be understood 
that the articles .thus produced *ro not 
simply close imitations or substitutes 
for natural products, but are claimed to 
he in every respect identical with the 
latter, with the simple difference tliat in 
the one case the chemist in his labora- 
tory does the work, and in tlie other Na- 
ture does it throusrh the medium of 
plants or animals. Petroleum ia em- 
ployed to a very large degree as the basis 
of all experiments of this nature, and it 
is worthy of note that the origin of pet- 
roleum is one of the vexed questions of 
chemiatry. It is very evident tliat, if 
synthetic chemistry proves as successful 
as those who are experimenting on it 
hope it will, the results will be revolu- 
tionary. 

FARMERS AND THE 

HOME MARKET. 

The suggestion made by the Colonist 
a few days ago in regard to farmers and 

the local market touched on tlio ques- 
tion of co-operation. Mr. Watson 
Clarke, of Victoria, in his admirable 
paper, road before the Dairymen's Asso- 
ciation, spoke of one phase of the mat- 
ter. We quote : 

I^ook at the fine market hall, which at 
the present time is a white elephant to 
our city authorities, its income barely 
jiaying for the man to attend to it. I 
am sure the city would he only too glad 
to rent it at a nominal rent. Now, if the 
larmera would combine and rent this 
place they would have every op- 
portunity of placing everything they 
grow direct before the consumers, 
and on this point we miuht 
be able to turn to a profit what has 
bitherio been a loss. I think you will 
all agree witli ine that the small losses 
of one thing or another which under 
present, conditions cannot be helped, 
could by having a market of your own 
be turned into a very nice profit — I mean 
all kinds of small articles which will not 
pay to take to town separately, which 
could he easily sent in under combi- 
nation rules, fur you can all see that if 
one ^vagon could collect and take articles 
fay from ten different places instead of 
liitchiug up ten teams there must be 
considerable saving. Our friends the 
fruitgrowers did try to make a start of 
something of ttie kind, and I was sorry 
to see they did not go on with it; atany 
rate I consider it a subject we might all 
take into consideration and discuss, and 
if it is considered worth while, why let 
us combine at once. 

This is a niatfer of very great interest. 
A good country market is an excellent 
thing both for producers and consumers, 
as those who have resided in Eastern 
Canadian cities can testify. There is 
another matter that may be mentioned 
in this connection, namely, that the con- 
sumers might with advantage discrimin- 
ate aa far as possible in favor of domes- 
tic produce, but there is this, Iiowever, 
to be said, namely, that the local produc- 
ers have a duty devolving upon them not 
to be overlooked. A very common com- 
plaint is that local farm produce is not 
iiH well put up as the imported. Looks 
count for much. Taki' a well- 
packed box of fruit and a poorly packed 
box, the former will sell the more readi- 
ly even though its quality ib not Ijetter 
than the latter. This is true of butler, 
of vegetables, of anything in fact that a 
farmer haa to sell. The first appeal to 
a customer is through the eye. 

What we would like to see inaugurated 
ia a movement by producers and con- 
sninera to work in harmony; but to 
make such a movement a hucccss there 
must he eoinplcto co-operation. Tlie 
mere fact that a thing ia i)roduced iu 
this province ought not to be relied upon 
as a reason for its purchase by our homo 
people. It ought to be at least as good 
as the imported article, and we strongly 
urge that it should also bo as well put uji.

"DB. SEL^If'S BREAK." 

His Public Utterances in Direct Contradic- 
tion of His Private Expressions 
of Opinion. 

No small surprise was expressed in 
A'ictoria yesterday at the expressions of 
opinion attributed to Dr. Selwyn and 
contained in a special telegram to the 
CoLON-isT from Blontreal published yes- 
terday. This dispatch, which naturally 
was freely discussed and commented 
upon by resident mining men, read : 

" Dr. Selwyn, formerly director of the 
geological survey of Canada, created 
some sensation in the mining conven- 
tion to-day by saying that Canada would 
never be a successful mining country. 
British Columbia, he said, would not 
produce as much gold in the coming 
thirty years as in the past. The idea 
that Canada was a rich mining country 
was a fallacy, and it was in the last de- 
gree utdlkely that Canada would ever 
equal the smallest province of Australia 
as a gold producer. 

" His remarks were severely criticized 
by the mining experts present," the tel- 
egram conchules — such an expression of 
opinion could not produce any other re- 
sult. Victorians can hardly believe any 
intelligent man so sacrificing his reputa- 
tion for common sense, and Mr. Herbert 
Cuthbert, Western manager for the Bri- 
tish Canadian Gold Fields Exploration, 
Development and Investment Co., gives 
further information which "places the 
statement credited to Dr. Selwyn in' a 
yet more pecidiar light. " •■ ' 

" I was much surprised," ho Said, " to 
read the remarks reported to have been 
made by Dr. Selwyn in the mining con- 
vention at Montreal. I have to say that 
he made them knowing be was not 
speaking correctly and . that he did not 
believe them true, or he says one thing 
in once place and another elsewhere. 
H« distinctly stated the very opposite to 
me personally in Toronto some months 
ago under the followinR circumstances. 

" I was at dinner in the Queen's hotel 
and was eiigapcd in conversation with a 
gentleman from New York, the subject 
matter of which was British Columbia 
and its wonderful mineral resources. 
After dinner an elderly gentleman came 
to my room and introduced himself as 
Professor Sehvyn, of Ottawa, late chief 
of the geological department of Canada. 
He expressed his satisfaction at the 
manner in whiclj I had spoken of British 
Columbia and wished to endorse what I 
liad said of the countm 

For,' said he, ' I, aa'head of a sur- 
vey party, was all over that Kootenay 
section years ago, and I then declared 
tliat some day a large mining pamp 
would exist there, as it appeared'" to' me 
to J3e a most remarkable and very rich 
mineral country.' 

" He further said that the same rich 
miiier.d litilt no doubt extended as far as 
Alacka, and, in further conversation, 
said that we l]ad no idea how great it 
was likely to be, ua the mineral deposits 
were large, but at present in very re- 
fractory ones, and its grentnepH would 
depend on the methods ol ireai ini; t h'^m. 

" ' However,' he said, ' I am conliili>r)t 
of the future ultimately, as my brother 
has been for some time engaged in solv- 
ing the difiiculty of treating this class of 
ore, and at present he has discovered a 
systecB wliioh is a perfect suc- 
cess in the laboratory, whether 
it will be on a largo scale 
or not I do not hnow, for $1 per 
ton. There is a mau in I'aria wdio 
thinks he can do it also for .'fl per ton, 
but my brotnor clidma it is big own sys- 
tem. 

"The latter information I used in 
tlrawiiitr up the prospectus of the British 
Canadian Gold Fields Co. The Profes- 
sor's recent ))uhlic statement is so en- 
tirely contradictor}' to the above and is 
calculated to do so much liarm to the 
Province of British Columbia and Can- 
ada at larpc that 1 feel compelled, no 
matter how much I regret it, to make 
the above conversation public. I never 
met ttjo Professor before or since."

Not iK'foro it was time suys tlie Field, the 
Rugby football Union have issueil instruc- 
tions to referees as to the manner in which 
thoy should carry out their dutits. It liaa 
Ijeen noticeable of late that referees have 
discerned so many trilling breaches of the 
laws that the whistle is rarely quiet for 
m^retban a few.. seconds at a. time. The 
fear of referees seem to have been that they 
Hhould fail to repress even the slightest 
illegality, with the result that they have 
gone to the (>xtreme of defeatiii(; tlie law 
makers in tlieir attempts to make the gauu; 
last. As II general direction the rnlos now 
say " a referree should interfere as little as 
possible with the game; hi; is not there to 
lake charge of the play, but merely to see 
that the game is played in a spirit of eipiity, 
so that one side dous not obtain uuy unfair 
ndvantne4. and to decide all matters of 
fact," Next comes the following admoni- 
tion on the matter of whistle blowing: 

•• During recent years it has become far 
too niueh of a habit to blow tlie whistle 
uselessly and unnecessarily, thereby mak- 
ing the game much slower tlian it should 
be. Take one e.xample; As soon as tlie 
ball is lield whistle blows, the result being 
that the game loses, much of its fastnesN 
through both siiles being allowed lime to 
close up, the faster or better trained team 
gaining none of the advantages il deserves. 
1 iistead of tlius blowing, the referee should 
see that the ball is at once put fairly down 
between the holder and his opponents' goal 
hue. Referees will observe that the Union 
has endeavored to emphasise this in the 
latter jiart of law (1, by j)rinting 'must' in 
capitals. J n fact wlien a ball is once fairly 
held, the whistle should only be blown to 
give a free kick, provided the ball be not 
at once put fairly down as directed in 
law (i, except m cases of danger as 
provided for in law 4 (c). On this 
point the union committee cannot express 
ihemselvos too strongly, and earnestly ask 
all relerees to assist in enforcing the law to 
the utmost. The committee would also 
point out that unless the game has been 
stop])ed by the whistle, thai the man who 
had the ijall when collared nnist himself 
put it down ; if he gives it to another a pen 
alr.y should be awarddd to' the opposite 
side." 

Xbese are things which spectators have 
been saying to one another for some sea- 
sons, and one has olways been wondering 
what had become of the law as to putting 
the ball down when held, so customary had 
it grown for the referee, at such a juncture, 
to blow his whistle and have a scrummage 
formed. Other comments upon the revised 
laws, to which attention may be drawn, are 
as follows: 

•• Law 3.— (/y) In the case of misconduct 
or rough or foul jday caution is optional for 
the tirst oilence, for the second the ollender 
must be ordered oil', and having been or- 
dered off he must also be reported to the 
governing body. 

•' (c) It is not necessary to stop the game 
simply because a man is down, but only 
when the referee considers it ' dangerous to 
continue.' 

"(c) Cases arise uilder this when a touch 
judge still holds up his flag to signify that 

the ball has been improperly brought into 
j)lay, when wishing to declare that a player 
has been in touch without the touch "judge 
signalling the same, or in any cases of 
necessity. 

" (0 ^'bis is the most important clause. 
The theory of the sub-section is that a side 
may not gam an advantage by its own 
breach of any Knv, althougli it may be a 
breach on the part of its o])ponenls; ibus, 
if one side knocks forward and Ihe ball 
goes to an opponent who makes oil' with it 
anil gains an advantage, the whistle should 
not be blown. Again, it has '?ecome a very 
common practice in recent years for bucks 
to knock deliberately on when their oppon- 
ents were close upon them ; if the ball when 
so knocked on Ljoes to an opponent who 
has a chance of getting away, tbe whistle 
should not be blown. 

" it may here also be empnasised that the

We need hardly say 
tlint we take this step with the greatest re- 
U'ret, and wish to recret our deep sorrow at 
being thuscompelled to sever ourconnec- 
tioii with the work with which we have so 
long been associated. 

•• Besides tbe above signatures, the Karl 
of Onslow and Mr. C Brown Smith, of Wol- 
verhanitiin, have n signed. The Rev. H. 
llerberl Mogg, vicar of Chiltoe, (^bijipen- 
ham, who has been secretary to the Kng- 
ilsh committee since tbe foundation of tbe 
diocese, in 187a, has also placed his resigna- 
tion in the bishop's hantls, but is continu- 
ing his duties for the present to avoid in- 
convenience to the work. These retire- 
ments include all the' old members of the 
e.xecutivt committee in England." 



SALMON lUVER. 

A New Townsite Surveyed and Mineral 
Developments ProEressing at a 

Lively Rate.- ^ 

From Salmon river eouies the news that 
the survey of the lownsile of Saliiion river 
by Jlr. .ibhn Maclure, I'.L.S., was (inished 
on Wednesdav. The ground during tbe 
whole time occupied in surveying was 
covered with snow to a depth ol from 
eight inches to three feet and a half, the 
thermometer registerine from f^eeains 
point to 15© below zero. Mr. Maclure is 
now on his way to Victoria, where 
the map will be drawn and litho- 
graphed. Buildings are being erected 
and the greatest activity i)ri:v;dl 
at the new townsite; Messrs, Ctely and 
tUark are using every endeavor lo conipleU 
the erection of their sawmill on the Salmon 
river, and will soon be able to supply all the 
refjiiireinents for lumber. 

The Nelson it Fort Sheppard railway 
survcvors have gone down the Salmon 
river on snowshocs to survey thecompany's 
land grants. , 

Samples of ore from the mines now being 
developed on the Salmon, Wild Horse and 
North Fork indicate that another rich 
tnineral camp has been added lo West 
Kootenay.

However, in sjiito of tbe hoistim; of the V . 
S. A. Ilajr, I think we may still cull Van- 
couver Island a British jiossessioii. and be- 
ing so, 1 cannot but think it was an act of 
gross iniiiertineiice to ]ilace the Hag ol' any 
foreign country "alongside" our I'liion 
.lack - 

Meesrs. Bolton and Laing, though proba- 
bly ICnglishmeii by birth, may have seen lit 
to'naturalize themselves as United States 
citizens, and so be lost to all sense of loy- 
ally to their former sovereign. But there 
were British subjects amongst the " explor- 
ation ciimpauy," and it certainly does not 
redound to their credit tb;it they |ierniitled 
such a llagraiil insult In ller Majesty's (lag 
to be |ieriietr;ited in their ];resence, and 
shows very clearl.v that tliev ou^'ht to join 
t he class for learn ing t he resjii ct and love 
due to their country and their Mag. This 
remark is made "without prejudice " to 
the fraternal feelings we all bear to our 
American neighbors, when they keep with- 
in their rights; and they will respect us all 
tbe more if wo insist on due respect being 
paid to our undoubted rights. Wo must 
Iiope that the next party of government 
land surveyors, when tbo.v arc up in that 
liart of lbe"lslaiid, will politely, but lirnily, 
take down the stars and stripes— make it 
up in a neat brown-paper jiarcel, and re- 
turn it to its ownerC.O,l).

In Consequence of Thursday's Fatal- 
ity Explosion of Fireworks ou 
the Streets Must Cease. 



•Chinese Besidents Gracefully Ex- 
press Their Sympathy—" Acci- 
dental Death " the Verdict. 



The incessant rattle of the firecracker, 
"Which has attiracted crowds of white peo- 
ple to Chinatown during all this week, is 

lieard no longer, Thursday evening's de- 
])lorable accident having induced an im- 
mediate Buspension of tlio New Year fes- 
tivities inniigurated last Monday. It is 
.not probiible that the freedom hitherto 
allowed the Chinese residents in connec- 
'tion with the pyrotechnical features of 
their carnival will be permitted again — 
nor is it tlio wiaa of the Chinese tliattiie 
discharge of firecrackers on the etruets 
should he continued. ' To their credit be 
it said, the residents of the quarter have 
feelingly expressed their regret for 
Thursday's fatality and have shown their 
sincere sympathy with the parents of 
poor little Albert Auld in the most prac- 
tical, and at the same time graceful man- 
ner. 

As a matter of fact they did not wait 
for the order of the Mayor, but promptly 
suspended their holiday festivities as 
soon as the facts of the accident became 
<;enerally known. Then they mot for 
consultation as to the most appropriate 
method of expressing their regret and 
their Bympalhy with theafllicted family, 
the result being the opening of a sub- 
scription Hat in which were found the 
Chinese Benevolent Society, for .$70; the 
Chinese Board of Trade, .$50; the Tai 
Yuen Co., $20; Lee Dan, Yuen Lung, 
•Kin Chung Lung, Tai Chung and Wong 
'Obong, $10 each; and twenty-seven 
Others for smaller amounts — all within 
much less than twenty-four hours. The 
! subscriptions had totalled $281.50 early 
yesterday afternoon, and a check for 
this amount was then handed to Mayor 
■Red fern with the following letter:

We cannot help expressing ol^^ feelinjis 
to her, realizing ua we do tbat lier liearl is 
torn Willi tliie sad allllctioni one that is 
peeuliariy bitter to us, inasnuicb iis his 
cruel death was unfortunately connected 
with our festivities in celebrating the New 
Yetir. 

We are desirous of informing Mrs. Auld 

• that we are so saddened at her loss that we 
have abandoned all further manifestations 

• of ourholiday inconsequence, and in pre- 
senting our condolences, wbicli we hope 
may prove to he some little consolation to 
lier. can we ask you to give lier tlie accom- 
pany iiiL' purse, as an expression of our 
tleep soVrow, trusting that it may be liene- 
licial in defraying the funeral expenses of 
Jittie " Albert."

The coroner's inquiry into the death of 
the little lad revealed no circumstance 
that would' indicate responsibility for 
the tragedy, and a verdict of " accidental 
death " was accordingly returned by the 
jury — this body being composed of 
Alessrs. F. Norris, H. K. Levy, Morris 
Slarks, ,Tohn Horner, Lawrence Good- 
acre, Arthur Holmes and J. P. Byrnes. 
Particular care was taken to exonerate 
from all blame Artemua Reeves, the 
driver of the team by which the child's 
life was crushed out, and aa a rider the 
jury attached the following : 

"We wjuld respectfully recommend 
that the Mayor issue no further permits 
lor the esplosion of fireworks on the 
public streets." 

What is meant by this, aa explained 
l)y one of the jarors, is that everyone 
should come within the scope of the 
recommendation, it not being intended 
to apply to public places of amusement, 
such as the p3,rk. If the Chinamnn or 
anyone I'lse desires to explode fireworks 
let him go into some field or obtain per- 
mission to temporarily close some street, 
in order that the public safety may not 
at any time be needlessly imperilled or 
a repetition ot Thursday's tragedy be 
rendered possible. 

In dismissing the jury, Dr. Crompton 
yesterday expressed his liearty approval 
•of the suggestion contained in their 
rider, and so it may be concluded that 
the display of fireworks on the open 
streets, which has been the character- 
istic feature of all Chinese festivals here- 
tofore, is now a thing of the past.

A TALK ON RUSSIA. 

Dr. De Kannet AdcIi cKses a Very Laree As- 
semblnge in the A. O. U. W. 

Hall. 

Dr. Gregory De ivannet, tlie Kuesian 
journalist now visiting Victoria, gave 
tlie first of his series of eloquent and 
learned lectures for the benelit of the 
school libi-ary funda of the city in the 
A* 0. U. VV. hall hist evening, hia sub- 
ject being "The Heart of Rupsia." The 
hall was paSked by an assemblage of 
wliich school children formed an im- 
portant part. Of both old and young 
the spealcer commanded rapt attention. 
Hon. Col. Baker, Minister of Education, 
briefly introduced the lecturer, wlioeaid 
he regretted his inability to obtain the 
proper kind of electricity for the appar- 
atus used in his pictures. He wanted a 
continuous power, but was only able to 
get an alternating current. This was 
the first city in the Dominion he had the 
honor of lecturing in, and he was sur- 
prised at the sea of intelligent faces that 
confronted him, as contrasted with what 
ho had been led to expect concernnig the 
" wild and woolly West " while in the 
Eastern hitates. Similar exaggerated 
notions, however, went broadcast in re- 
gard to Rnssia- Alter telling how the 
land of the "Tsar" was governed, he 
stated thafc be liad been all over the 
world ancl foiind no country ideal.

its government. With the use of the 
magniscope and electrn-stcoreodioramic 
iiiachines the lecturer then graphically 
described the coronation ceremonies in 
I\loscow last year, giving at the same 
time an excellent idea of the Siberian 
railroad, the city's beautiful bniklings 
and othei* matter of interest. The lec- 
ture was interspersed with songs by Miss 
.Tameson and Mr. K. II. Kuasell. 
This afternoon Dr. De Kiuinet 
Will give his second lecture on the 
" Ileart of Russia," and two special at- 
tractions of the matihee will be a piano 
duet by the Misses Frank, and a violin 
solo by Robbie Powell. In the evening 
the subject will be " One Hundred Min- 
utes \Vith the Tsar." Songs will also 
be contributed by Mrs. McCready and 
Messrs. Cave and Wollaston.
